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THE FUTURE OF INDUSTRY. 
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The settlentent of the Trish question I regard 
as one of the most auspicious events that has 
happened In the history of the world, and 
coming as it does while yet the Washington 
Conference is sitting, it will do much to 


strengthen our bona fides with the delegates 


there, Ámd to assure the Irish population in 
America and elsewhere that we are thoroughly 
in earnest in our intentions 

The Irish decision—and I have no doubt it 
will be upheld by the great bulk of the people 
of Ireland themselvee—is particularly gratifying 
in many ways, end I believe it will yreatly help 
forward that world harmony which is eo neces 
sary to ensure the continued march «f civilisa- 
tion, J] am np pe glad to find that Presi- 
dent Harding is so sanguine about the success 

of the. Conference, for upon that success de- 
our entrance to i world. siat, 

Universal peace, as we a now, mea 
dom for thet development of trad», and if that 
freedom can be assisted by all the ingenuity and 
skill which has so recently been turned into 
channels of destruction, we shall accomplish 
results of which the world hithe:to has never 
had any conception. 

We have by no means developed all the 

ful resoarces of the world; there is await- 
ing us enough work, and more than enough, -in 
the great untapped territories of Asia, Africa, 
and America, to occupy all our energy and in- 
genuity for generations to come; and every 

great development will mean incretised blessings 
for Fanaid. 

Í have a keen sense of the advantages which 
will accrue to my own ee of cotton by an 
assúred long term of: peace, but it will be of 
no less benelit to every department of trade and 
comiherce, and not only in one country, but in 
all. - I am continually trying to show how one 
nation’s weliare is bound up in that of another, , 
and an established peace will give opportunities 
for developing or an infinitely larger scale than 
heretofore that\great work for international 
co-operation and good-will which was started in 

war days by “the International Cotton 
ederation and its sister organisa’‘ion, the Inter- 
national Institute of Agriculture. 

Once these two bodies, with their world-wide 
ramifications, can work out their destinies to 
the full, we shall have in them alone a most 
effective age of nations, and one which will 
do no little to prevent a recurrence of such a 
world disaster as that we havs experienced 
during the past six or sevon years. 


BETTER UNDERSTANDINGS 

The better understandings which have been 
arrived at both in Washingto, and in the 
British Isles come at Bd most opportune time for 
industry, which for ast twelv' months has 
suffe an ir i. period of depression, 
but which:J am happy to say appears now 
to be on the high road to revival. There are 
signs everywhere that confidence is returning, 
although, of course, some time must elapse 
before the world can make good its war- losses 
and re-establish fully its purchasing power. 

The countries which fell within the immediate 
zone of the war are making a marvellous re- 
covery, and once we get beyond our obsession 
for indemnities, and ‘think s little more about 
freeing international trade from all restrictions, 
prosperity will return with even greater speed. 

What is so necessary, if we could all see it, is 
that we must at all hazards get the world to 
work again; there can be no real prosperity if 
wo are to ait on the safety-valves of industry, 
and no chanc? of recovering what is due to us 
from our former enemies. 

What I say is not dictated by any 
special sympathy for ‘those’ who so wán- 
tonly broke the peace of the world, and 
eo ruthiessiy conducted their hostilities, 
but it must be plain to everyone who considers 
the matter that we cannot continue post-war 
restrictions on enemy trade and at the same 
time expect that enemy to meet his obligations. 

Besides, if we do this we but adopt a suicidal! 
policy, seeing that we depend so largely on our 
late enemies to keep our own workers employed. 
Such a policy would injure the British above all, 
seeing that we are the greatest exporting 
nation in ths world. 

I contend that we have at the moment great 
eause for gee The great struggle be- 
tween Capi and Labour, which we all felt 
would be ad to come aíter tha extravagant 
and uneconomic policy pursued in war-time, has 
resulted in a saner view of things on both sides, 
and conditions, although still requiring modifi- 
cation before we can get on a sound business 
foundation, are already improved. Reckless- 

ness has given place to a greater sense of re- 
sponsibility, and both employer and employed 
are beginning to work together for the restora- 
tion of that foreign trade upon which the very: 
life of a country like England depends. 


THE BASIC TRADE. 

Our basic trade of coal, for instanoe, is find- 
ing its feet again. It has already recover*d 
a great deal of its exporting power, and is 
showing a tendency to readjust itself with a 
bus: to assisting the recovery of industry at 


With the return of normal trade, we shall be 
confronted with one problem at least which 
has been added by the changed conditions 
brought about by the war. The demand for 
shorter working hours, which America — 
England have acceded to, is likely to make 
vast difference to output. In the cotton rade, 
I estimate the retiuction as amounting to at 
least 15 per cent. ut in another wf, 
Lancashire alone will pt bly require between 
300 and 400 mere mills to do the spinning and 
weaving she did in pre-war days. 

The question as to how this shortage is to 
be at | is likely to be one which will cause the 
greatest anxicty in the near future. The 
obvious way out would, of course, be to build 
new mills, but there are several very grave 
difficulties in the way. The cost of building, to 
begin with, is enormous—indeed, almost pro- 
hibitive—and when built there would be no 
prospect for a long time of fillimg the mills with 
machinery. The textile machinists are so. much 
in arrears with renewals, repairs, and what not, 
owing to the war, that delivery is a matter not 
of months, but of years, as I -have proved in 
the case of my own firm. 

But, provided that we could wave a wand 
and have factories built and equipped instantly, 
where are we to get the operatives to run 
them? Skilled men and women such,as we 
require to do the finer and finer work which 
Lancashire finds itself engaged upon are not 
NL” up at random out of the street, and | 
quéstion if we could get new mills staffed for 
years to come. 

Where, then, does the solution lie? The 
simplest way, ‘of course, when things become 
brisk, would be for the operatives to agree to 
work temporarily an extra hour a day at over- 
time rates, but at the moment neither worker 
nor trades union leader will hear of it. 

Not only is there, a feeling that such a 
scheme would rob them of the extra leisure for 
which they have for so long been fighting, but 
there is that old superstition to overcome, that 
increased output would mean only that the 
period of short time and bad trade well come 
round the guieker again. 

Many workers still fail to see that if “output 
could be cheapened, demand would be. stimu- 
lated, and that, as we have not now adequate 
means of senate the growing needs of the

It is plain that a period must be put to this 
kind of thing if we are to continue to carry 
on the work of clothing the world’s millions 
_and providing employment for our people. That 
this gambling should be restrained is as im- 
portant to America as to England, for it the 
United States may not “ave so many factory 
operatives to provide \. srk. for, its trade of 
cotton grow ing is thereby seriously imperilled, 
and its supplies of raw cotton, as well as 
ours, are in thé utmost danger. 

COTTON PRICE VAGARIES. ) 

I well remember the time when Lancashire 
said that if raw cotton ever went beyond eix- 
pence a pound the whole industry would be 
ruined. ‘hat prediction seems now childishly 
simple and remote aiter the vagaries in cotton 
prices we have experienced during the wer, and 
if we can keep the price down to a shilling 
a pound in the iuture we shall do well. Un- 
profitable cottien growing means short supplies, 
and manufacturers must, above everything 
eise, see that their supplies of the raw material 
are secure. 

In his turn, of .course, the manufacturer, 
like the grower, must be compensated for the 
higher cost and wages he has to pay, and 
this means that the world will be cailed upon 
to pay a higher figure than formerly for all 
articles of cotton manufacture. 

What the stabilised price will be it is difficult 
to tell until industry settles down again and 
until we get our coal and other charges brought 
down to a working level, but it is interesting to 
note that with all the writing down that has 
been going on in warehouses and shops of late, 
goods in stock and in process of manufacture 
are still double the price they were before the 
war. 

Still, there is’ nothing here to alarm us, 
seeing that wages have kept well ahead of 
prices, and 1 »k forward with confidence 
to Ah early return of prosperous conditions. 
What I iear most of all in the cotton industry 
is. that when the long overdue revival does 
come, it will bring a return of those panic 
conditions which characterised the boom we 
had in the early part of 1920. 

In their anxiety to “get in at the bottom” 

many of our customers abroad will find they 
have waited too long before placing. their 
orders, and v.th a commodity that takes so 
long to manulacture, this means that delivery 
and not price will again be the chief con- 
sideration. 

It is to be hoped that we shall not have 
the mad scramble we had eighteen months 
ago, for what is wanted at the present time 
is not a repetition of boom conditions, but a 
long, steady period of work so that trade can 
enjoy the advantages of settled conditions and 
sound progress once again. 

And what applies to the cotton trade applies 
to all trades and to all countries, for settled 
trade ‘conditions are what we are in want of 
most of uli. Once get the world to work 
again, and our international exchanges would 
quic kiy — themselves, other troubles would 
disap and with a new era dawning in 
worl pal litios, we should in the near future 
enter upon an unexampied period of happiness 
and prosperity.

A sad thing is happening to Dail 
Eireann: its proceedings are becoming 
i . Hitherto the crises of Irish 


history have been dramatic, and often 
tragic. They contained elements of sur- 
prise, passion, folly, disaster; but they 
never forced the Irish people to cut a sorry 
| figure before the world. To-day, through 
the conduct of Dail Eireann, an interna- 
tional transaction of the first moment is 
being robbed of its dignity, and the Irish 
people are losing caste in their own souls 
and in the eyes of all the nations. The 
Dail is the unofficial Parliament of 
Southern and Western Ireland. As such 
it is required to give the country’s answer ' 
to Britain's offer of full partnership in the 
powers and privileges of the British Em- 
pire. -It is free to accept or to refuse, 
though refusal would be an inexpressible 
calamityihd a flagrant defiance of the 
public will. Whatever the answer was to 
be, however, the Irish people expected the 
Dail to do nothing unworthy of the. 
national character and reputation. It 
has disappointed them gravely. On a pet- 
fectly clear issue it has talked for days 
and days without being able to make up 
its mind. It has kept the country in 
suspense and has -provided a_ political 
exhibition from which friends as well as 
foes will draw the most damaging con- 
clusions. Yesterday we had believed 
that the unhappy performance was draw- 
ing to a close; but now we are faced with 
the prospect of further talk, further 
argument “about it and about,” and a 
further postponement of the fulfilment of 
the country’s hopes. Mr. de Valera has 
given notice of an amendment to Mr. 
Griffith's motion for the ratification of 
the Treaty. If the Speaker accepts this 
amendment to-day, it seems that the Dail 
will be back at its starting-point and that 
everybody whfo has talked already will be 
able to talk again. k 

The” Irish people must resis¢ this effort 
to. drown their intelligence in a flood of 
words. We print elsewhere Mr. de 
“Valera 's “ proclamation ' and the gist of 
the proposals which he will ask the Dail 
to accept as án alternative to the Articles 
of Agreement. We do not intend to dis- 
cuss Mr. de Valera’s autocratic claim to 
control the proceedings of the Dail. We 
shall ‘spend no time over the details of his 
proposals, and we hope that the country 
will follow our example. We are not in- 
terested in the differences between “ Docu- 
ment No. 2°’ and “Document No. 3’’— 
the Dail dossier threatens to become as 
complicated as the Dreyfus dossier. We 
refuse to lose sight of the vital fact that 
both documents, though one is more 
“ Republican ’’ than the other, are equally 
irrelevant to the matter in hand. Mr. de 
Valera’s elaborate by-path leads nowhere. 
It is like the futile theories that German 
philosophy evolves out of its inner con- 
sciousness. The British -Government’s 
offer requires from Daw KEireann an 
answer in the word “ Yes ” or in the word 
“ No.” -Ireland must accept the Treaty 
or she must reject it. The Prime Minister 
has reminded her, in the plainest terms, 
of the strict limits of her choice, and 
nobody has any right to pretend, or to try 
to induce others to believe, that there 
is a middle course, If the Dail adopts Mr. 
de Valera’s amendment, it will have re- 
jected the Treaty. The decision for 
acceptance or rejection could have been. 
made before Christmas, and can be made 
to-day, by a vote on Mr. Griffith's motion. 
Mr. de Valera’s proposals merely waste 
time and obscure ‘the issue. Whatever 
their intention may be, they are thoroughly 
mischievous. 

We recognise that for the moment the 
people are helpless. They cannot inter- 
fere while Dail Hireann pursues its otgy 
of ‘eloquence; and, if deputies choose 
to take the consequences, they cannot be 
stopped from misrepresenting their consti- 
tuents. .Yet. the people's will must pre- 
vail in the end. In spite of all tactics of 
delay their voice must be the final voice 
in the matter. It is unthinkable that a 
nation can be forced to reject a peace for 
which it yearns and to accept once again 
misfortunes and miseries that bitter ex- 
perience has taught it to loathe. If the 
Dail refuses to ratify the Treaty, the issue 
must be submitted to the country, and the 
result of such submission will not remain 
in doubt for a moment. We are convinced 
also that an Ireland which has ratified the 
Treaty will not allow its plans for settle- 
ment to be flouted or disturbed by any 
minority of malcontents. From every point 
_of view, however, we niust hope that Dail 
Eireann itself will ratify the Treaty and 
will not allow its decision to be postponed 
beyond the present week, Thus it will 
obey the national demand, will honour its 
duty as a representative assembly, will 
consult its own dignity, and will avoid the 
dangers oi delay. We repeat that the end 
of all its argument must be “ Yes” or 
“ No,” and that “ Yes’’ is the only answer 
which “the Irish. people will accept 
from it.

The Dublin Tramways. 


The news that the danger of an im- 
mediate tramway strike has been averted | 
will be welcomed by all Dublin’s citizens. 
The tramway service plays an extremely 
important part in the life of the city, and 
its dislocation, even for a single day, 
would be a source of very great incon- 
venience to the public. Of the 1,200 ballot 
papers which were issued, 1,073 were re- 
turned in favour of a strike and only 22 
against it.. At the last moment, however, 
the Labour. Department of Dail Hireann 
intervened, and a conference was held 
yesterday between its representative and 


action of any kind, pending a further 
conference, which will -be held next 
Monday. According to the Secretary of 
the “ Ministry of Labour,” this final effort 
to reach a friendly adjustment of the 
differences which have arisen between the 
tramwaymen and their employers “ pro- 
bably’’ will be successful. We. hope 
sincerely that a settlement will be 
made. Every citizen of Dublin recognises 
that the tramway workers are a very 
decent body of men, who are on gacellent 
terms with all sections of the public. A 
tramway strike, however, would injure the 
public more directly than almost any other 
kind of trade dispufe, and the present 
good relations might’ be seriously harmed. 
For this reason alone we welcome the 
timely intervention of Dail Eireann.’ With

THE TREATY'S FUTURE. 


People have been wondering whether a 
general election adverse to the Coalition 
would undo the ratification by the Im- 
oerial Parliament of the Irish Agreement. 
It is understood that it would not, and 
any party coming into power would. have 
to take up the Bill to carry it into effect. 
Its acceptance ‘by the Pail would be a 
great help towards a final settlement; for, 
if the Daj} ratifies the Agreement, it may 
be regarded as certain that the Irish vote 
in this country, which is not inconsider- 
able, will be cast on the side of the sup- 
porters of the Agreement. At the samo 
time, there are likely to be very few 
opponents to the Agreement among the 
candidates at the genera] election. 

But is there going to be an early genera! 
election? The Pali Mali Gazette has no 
doubt about it at all, and comes out with 
a forecast of the Coalition» programme. 
The electors, it seems, are to bé invited 
to express their opinion on three great 
issues—namely, the proposed ‘Irish settle 
ment, the Washington disarmament pro- 
posals, and the Geddes economy plan. As 
to the first of these, the nation, through 
Press and pulpit, has alrea@y declared its 
opinion, and, for the reasons that I gave 
yesterday, there is no object in delaying 
the completion of the pact for the, sake of 
gaining the formal assent of the electors. 
Much ‘the same remark applies to the 
second ; if the Admiralty authorities are 
satisfied with the proposed reduction in 
our battleship strength, the voters'aremot 
likely to object.
